We must return to the man, and here we 
cannot do better than quote the judgment 
of the author: “A glance at his face 
would, I think, tell anyone that he was 
not a man to browbeat or threaten. Then 
he became adamant, and would take action 
regardless of consequences. Nor can any- 
one help being struck by the fearlessness 
of his utterances. It seemed natural to 
him, after observing the existence of an 
abuse, to devote himself to its extinction, 
and such was the transparency of his 
character that he excited sech IR rather 
than hostijity even among those whom he 
attacked. If we couple with his Irish 
humour his love of fun, his boyish spirits, 

3 immense courage under the attacks of 
pain and disablement, we get a character 
to be loved and reverenced. Add: once 
more an intensely devotional nature. a 
faith which never had a cloud upon it, a 
life of prayer if ever there was one in the 
case of a first-rate man of affairs, and we 
may assert that he adorned the offices he 
held. High and noble, indeed, are the 
traditions of Indian missionaries and of 
Indian bishops. It would be impossible 
to raise them higher ; all that the best can

POLITICS AND THE PRESS. 

Mr. Kennedy Jones has written a highly 
stimulating book in which he considers the 
relations between newspapers and public 
ngort How far does Fleet street make 

whing street or how far is it made by 
Downing street? The author brings out 
the fundamental fact that the board school 
gave ‘Arry and ‘Arriet their chance to 
read. With this chance came the oppor- 
tunity of Sir George Newnes and—let us 
add—of Lord Northcliffe. It was certain 
that the newly educated generation would 
not care for George Eliot, and it was no 
less certain that they would care for Marie 
Corelli. When this is translated into 
journalistic language we are within 
measurable sight of the penny pictorial 
papers. Sir George Newnes speedily saw 
that ’Arry and ’Arriet were able to read 
snippets, and he wisely called his paper 
Tit-Bits. At the same time we believe that 
there is hope. The sons and the daughters 
of ’Arry and ‘Arriet are better educated, 
and they are, we think, beginning to read 
a better form of literature, than their 
parents. 

Mr. Kennedy Jones sets us thinking in 
all directions. We read his book with 
pleasure and with profit. Throughout our 
reading we were trying, by his help, to 
estimate the extent of the influence of the 
Press. Take some instances of its in- 
effectiveness. In 1904-6 eighty per cent. of 
the newspapers were in favour of Tariff 
Reform, yet the nation in 1906 overwhelm- 
ingly rejected it. Of course, it may be 
said that this matter concerned political 
economy, but it also concerned the ket 
of everyone. The crusade of Mr. Fomah 
Chamberlain captured the Press, but failed 
completely to capture the electorate. Take 
another case on which the author rightly 
lays considerable stress. Mr. Blatchiord, 
one of the most powerful and most influen- 
tial of the writers of the whole north of 
England, attended the German Army 
manceuvres of 1909. He was quite con- 
vinced that the German generals were pre- 
paring to wage war on us. On his return 
‘from his visit he unburdened himself in 
the columns of the Daily Mail. It was 
useless. The public did not want to hear 
that there was danger of war. They in- 
sisted, ostrich-like, on burying their head 
in the sand. For such news as Mr. 
Blatchford sounded forth an atmosphere is 
required, and there was no atmosphere. 

It is easy to see that the Press did not 
succeed in catching public attention in 


i Tariff Reform and in the danger from 


Germany. On the other hand, there are 
some instances which. seem to point 
triumphantly to the power of the gs, 
We all know that it is the Fourth Estate. 
It is well to hear what Mr. Kennedy Jones 
has to say. Here is his opinion: “ From a 
political point of view concerted Press 
action under favourable conditions may 
prove fatal to a feeble or hopelessly in- 
eficient Minister or Government, but the 
same action, if its sincerity be suspected, 
its honesty doubted, or if it be thought to 
be tainted by self-interest or personal 
vanity, may have the opposite effect, and 
in the end strengthen the very Minister 
4t seeks to destroy.”’ These are wise 
words, and in them the author lays bare 
the exact limitations of the newspaper. 
One of the most interesting parts of the 
whole book is that in which Mr, Kennedy 
Jones discusses the relations between Lord 
Northeliffe and Mr. Lloyd George. Of 
ccurse, it is popularly believed that it was 
the combination of their forces which 
brought about the downfall of Mr. 
Asquith. In an able examination of the 
whole matter the author gives reasons 
which prove convincingly that the down- 
fall was not due to Fleet street or to Print- 
ing House square. The Times, in the 
writer's opinion, “and every daily paper 
throughout the country might have 
thundered their loudest, and Mr. Asquith 
would have been secure, had not the nation 
been convinced that its then Prime 
Minister was not prosecuting the war with 
the vigour and energy that was demanded. 
That feeling was not produced—though it

Address primarily to stu- 
dents of agriculture who may wish to 
obtain some knowledge of the simpler 
physiological processes, as they occur in 
farm animals, it should also prové useful 
to veterinary students. Close and exact 
scientific information is combined with a 
lucidity of style which should enable every 
reader to grasp the facts. An opening 
chapter is devoted to histology, while the 
various organs, digestive, respiratory, etc., 
are treated under separate headings. Our 
only fault with the book is that, even in 
these days of increased expenses, the cost 
seems unduly high.

Sugar and Butter. 


Yesterday the Government announced 
that from next Monday the price of sugar 
for domestic use—except that already in 
the hands of retailers—will be advanced 
by another twopence per pound. Con- 
sumers may grumble at this decision, but 
in reality they have very little ground for 
resentment. Even tenpence per pound 
will be considerably below the -vorld 
price. For many months we have been 
living on the large reserve stocks that the 
Ministry of Food had accumulated. Those 
stocks are nearly exhausted, and, there- 
fore, an increase in the retail price has 
become essential. There is a gleam of 
consolation in the fact that, when -the 
higher price comes into operation, the 
weekly ration will be increased to eight 
ounces. There is a prospect, too, that 
butter will cost us more in the near 
future. According to a statement which 
was issued by the Ministry of Food last 
night, “all the existing restrictions” 
upon the importation of milk and dairy 
products into Great Britain from Ireland 
will be abolished on the Gist inst. If 
this means that the Irish markets ire to 
be thrown open, and that English buyers 
can pay competitive prices for butter, the 
outlook for the Irish consumer is dis- 
tinctly gloomy.

Dealing with the occupation of Constan- 
tinopic by the Allied forces, The Times, im a

DEATH OF THE SECOND 
CONSTABLE. 


Our Nenagh ag, ages telegraphs that 
Constable Charles Healy, who was shot in the 
village of Toomevara on Tuesday night with 
Constable Rocke, died on Wednesday night in 
the military hospital, Limerick. 

The latest particulars received of the shooting 
show that Constables Healy and Rocke were re- 
turning from evening devotions in the Roman 
Catholic Church, and had walked about thirty 
yards from it to a point opposite en old grave- 
yatd or abbey in the centre of the square, when 
shots were fired. Constable Rocke fell mortally 
wounded, and died a few hours later. Constable 
Healy, who was hit in the back, staggered to 
the graveyard wall, to which he clung. The as- 
sailants fired several shots as he was in this 
position, but none of them took effect. The 
wall, however, bears signs of oullet marks, and 
apparently one of these bullets ricochetted off 
the wall, and struck the man Treacy, who was 
on the other side of the road on his way home 
with other people from the devotions. Constable 
Healy finding his position unsafe, and having 
temporarily regained sufficient strength, ran 
down the street to the barracks, 120 yards away. 
His assailants continued to fire at him, but 
none of the shots took effect: Constable Rocke 
lay where he fell, and, as was stated at the in- 

uest, he said that he cried for mercy, but they 

red at him again and again when he was 
down. It should however, be borne in mind 
that he only received one wound, so that it was 
quite ible that the bullets which he thought 
red at him were those fired after 
stable Healy. The shooting, which occurred in 
a side street leading from t 
main street of the village, is condemned and 
deplored by classes.

NAVY ESTIMATES. 


The House went it.to Committee on Supply on 
the. Navy Estimates. 

On the vote for 136,000 officers, seamen, and 
boys for the Navy, 

General Seely referred to a statement made 
the previous evening by the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, that the Board of Admiralty would 
resist to the utmost any proposal to make one 
Minister responsible for defence by the three 
Services—the Army, Navy, and Air Force. He 
said he hoped that that did not mean that the 
‘Admiralty would oppose some form of co- 
ordination between the three Services, such as 


of Imperial Defence, which would compel the 
three Forces to consult together, and not work 
in water-tight compartments, as they had 
tended to do since the war. He hoped that the 
Committee of Imperial Defence would be re- 
vived in a better form, with wider powers, and 
with a Vice-President, who would be responsible 
for seeiLg that the different Forces of land, 
sea, and air were properly correlated. He 
charged the Government with not having 
secured proper co-ordination. The three 
Forces had been built up in water- 
tight compartments, and the Admiralty 
had not seen to it that the other two Services 
pursued with vigour the new inventions called 
forth during the war. As a consequence, the 
Fleet, in proportion to the money spent upon 
it, was far less powerful than it would have been 
had the Admiralty ensured co-operation with 
the Air. He moved a reduction of the vote by 
one hundred men. 


MR. WALTER LONG. 


Mr. Walter Long said that the reappointment 
of the Committee of Imperial Defence was a 
matter for the Prime Minister. When he spoke 
the previous evening he was referring solely to 
the proposal made in many quarters that there 
should be one Minister of Cabinet rank to repre- 
sent the three departments, and to whom the 
Ministers for War, the Navy, and the Air Force 
should be subordinate. To such a proposal the 


Admiralty would offer the most strenuous o 
position. We were approaching. the ro-anabiieh- 
ment of the Committee of Imperial Defence, but 
till peace was finally concluded the Prime Minis- 
ter could not be available. The Admiralty was 
extremely anxious to have the Committee set 
up, as rapidly as possible. He also held the 
view very strongly that, apart from the Com- 
mittee of Imperial Defence, there should be a 
definite arrangement under Which the staffs of 
the three great fighting departments could meet 
regularly, and consult, and work out as far as 
possible a common policy. 


MR. ASQUITH. 


Mr. Asquith deprecated any creation of an 
executive Ministry of Defence of which the 
Army, Navy, and Air Ministry would be subordi- 
nate parts. He said that it was of the highest

It was stated at 
Liberty Hall that yesterday morning communi- 
cations had received from over eighty 
farmers, five of whom were members of the 
Parmers’ Association, settling with their 
workers on a basis of a wage of 45s. for a 54- 
hour week. This statement was denied by the 
Secretary of the County Dublin Farmers’ As- 
sociation, who toki an Jrish Times representa- 
tive that, ai a meeting of the Executive of the 
Association yesterday, delegates from all the dis- 
tricta in the county submitted reports, which 
showed that the farmers were not giving this 
rate of wages, and that there had been no 
settlement on general terms, except in one or 
two exceptional ‘cases. He added that the re- 
ports showed that the men were endeavouring 
to get back to work on the old terms, but were 
being refused by the farmers. The Association 
had strained a point to secure a peaceful settle- 
ment, and now there was no further point to 
be strained, The farmers were not in a position 
to concede any more, and, as a consequence, 
were prepared to hold out. The meeting, he
